Council opposes increased MPC power

A bid by Alberman Barry 
Breadner to expand the 
powers of the Municipal 
Planning Commission (MPC) 
- which he chairs - failed at 
last week's council meeting. 
Mr. Breadner had asked 
that the Land Use Bylaw 
draft be changed to contain 
several more powers for the 
MPC, including the right to 
rule on height, sight cov- 
erage, rear yard and gross 
floor area variances.

Bylaw draft, the MPC can 
only make independent de- 
cisions on height and off- 
street parking variances. All 
other matters must even- 
tually be referred to council.

Breadner’s proposal and also 
opposed his efforts to give 
first hearing to the proposed 
Land Use Bylaw. ‘‘Too many 
proposals may go by the 
board if council tries to deal 
with it tonight,’’ argued 
Alderman Bill Shields.

Two annexations, both 
applied for in 1976, were 
recently approved by the 
Provincial Cabinet, effective 
January 1, 1980, 

One, by Genstar Develop- 
ment Company (BACM in 
1976), includes 1,900 acres 
north and west of Lacombe 
Park. The second, by St. 
Albert Investments, is 1,400 
acres east of Highway 2 and 
north of the Sturgeon River. 

St. Albert Investments had 
applied for a 1,730-acre 
annexation but Cabinet cho- 
se to reduce it. City Manager 
Bob Byron said the area 
which was refused was 
probably too far to the north, 
meaning development there 
is ‘‘just too far off into the 
future.’’ Cabinet feels that 
with these two annexations 
St. Albert now has enough 
land for 20 to 25 years of 


growth. 

Mr. Byron noted that St. 
Albert originally opposed 
both of the annexations, 
feeling that an employment 
base and commercial and 
industrial tax base were 
necessary first. 

Under present agreements 
the developers in both 
annexation areas will pay for 
all servicing that’s necess- 
ary, and the city will take 
over maintenance and im- 
provements after construc- 
tion, 

Mr. Byron said that situa- 
tion still doesn’t leave the 
city very happy. ‘Operating 
and maintenance costs are 
far greater than the original 
construction costs,’’ he not- 
ed. In addition, the city must 
commit itself to future 
streets, schools and social 
services in the annexed areas

Several changes have been 
made recently at St. Albert's 
eight month old radio sta- 
tion, CKST, 

The most obvious is the 
impending change of owner- 
ship, as OK Radio Group 
Ltd. of Westlock was asked 
by St. Albert Broadcasting 
Limited president Bob Russ- 
ell to take over management 
of the station. The CRTC, the 
governing body in Canada 
over radio and television 
stations, gave approval of the 
temporary move. 

OK Radio Group has put in 
an offer to purchase the 
station. The offer will come 
up at CRTC hearings in 
October for approval. 

In the past two weeks, 
several members of the staff 

were relieved of their duties,, 
including general manager 
Dick Mather, promotions 
director John Coonie, and

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Grandin expansion 


to begin in fall 


Construction of a six storey 
office tower and the addition 
of 100,000 square feet of 
retail space at Grandin 
Shoppers Park will begin 
within three months. 

Wayne Krygier, president 
of Grandin's owners, Car- 
more Investments, says his 
company is ‘‘going full speed 
with drawings" and hopes to 
start building in the fall. 

Construction of a levelled 
parking area will begin in 
September, Mr. Krygier 
said, and work on expanding 
Grandin’s retail space will 
begin soon after. He said the 
$7,000 square foot office 
tower should be completed 
by the fall of 1980 and 
hopefully the new stores in 
the mall and the ‘facelift’ for 
existing stores, will be com- 
pleted three months earlier. 

He added that local bus- 
inesses have already expres- 
sed an interest-in leasing 
some of the proposed retail 
and office space. Many of 
them will be expanding from 
existing premises. No major 
corpotations have contacted 
him about leasing a major 
portion of his office tower 
but, he said jokingly, if you 
hear of one, call me.’’ He 
said he expected most of his 
space will go to local people. 

Mr. Krygier got the green 
light: for his $7 million 
expansion plans when city 
council approved a Devel- 
opment Agreement at their 
July 16 meeting. 

The agreement replaces an 
earlier one, passed last 
winter, that had also pro- 
vided for a five-storey hotel 
on the site. Carmore appear- 
ed before the Municipal 
Planning Commission (MPC) 
on July 10 asking that that 
agreement be revised to 
delete any references to the 
hotel, to add one more storey 
to the proposed office tower, 
and to include an additional 
access road onto Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue west of the 
existing shopping park. 

Both the MPC and Council 
approved Carmore's revis- 
ions with the condition that 
extra liquor store parking be 
provided somewhere on the 
site, but council decided to 
treat the changes as a 
completely new development 
‘agreement replacing the old 
one. 

Council allowed all three 
readings of the bylaw at one 
sitting and chose to do 
without a Public Hearing 
because no substantial chan- 
ges were being made to the 
earlier agreement. All pro- 
posed land uses are already 
allowed. 

City Manager Bob Byron 
noted that unlike many 
development proposals, this 
one has already been well 
thought out and given access 
to a lot of public input 
(specifically as opposition to 
the proposed hotel). There 
wasn't a need, he said, to 
review everything again. 

Council asked for one 
small addition to Carmore’s 
plans. Landscaping and a 
retaining wall may be neces- 
sary along the proposed 
easterly access road because 
land next to it will rise 
sharply. This will be included 
in the development agree- 
ment. 


The proposed retail space 
will be constructed so that it 
surrounds all of the existing 
stores. The office tower will 
be located near the centre of 
the development, and tennis 
courts with parking levels 


beneath them will be at the 
northeast corner of the site. 
Adjustments for traffic flow 
include installation of a 
median on Grandin Road 
north of Sir Winston Chur- 
chill Avenue.

-- all costing more dollars. 
Mayor Ron Harvey ag- 
reed, noting that ‘‘we have- 
n't any option; we'll just 
have to make the best of it.”’ 
Mr. Byron noted that it’s 
common knowledge the city 
of Edmonton opposes all 
‘piecemeal’ annexations, in- 
cluding the two that were 
just approved. ‘*But who's 


Edmonton? They have no 
authority."* 

“I have no objection to 
them having an opinion,"’ he 
said, but that opinion 
shouldn't be allowed to effect 
Cabinet's decision-making, 
even if it might go against 
St. Albert's wishes. 

A third application for 
annexation, covering about 
5,000 acres including much 
of the Restricted Devel- 
opment Area and lands to the 
south, is still before the 
government.

Games security network organized 


When the athletes, coa- 
ches, spectators and volun- 
teers turn out en masse for 


the Alberta Summer Games, 
here, it will be the lot of the! 


RCMP to see to their security 
and safety. With the num- 
bers involved, this operation 
requires a lot of organization 
for the most effective use of 
available manpower. 

The police won't be doing 
this work unassisted, how- 
ever. Eleven auxiliary police 
and a number of volunteer 
traffic marshals will be 
enlisted, for a force of 83 
people per day on the 
security detail. Twenty-eight 
people will be watching for 
traffic jams at loading zones 
where emergency and cour- 
tesy vehicles and buses will 
be unloading. Away from the 
loading zones, ensuring the 
smooth flow of traffic will be 
the responsibility of Ed 
Savoie and his traffic comm- 
ittee. 


TRAILER IS POLICE HQ 


The police security opera- 
tion will be based near the 
Fountain Park Recreation 
Centre, beside Paul Kane 
High School. The head- 
quarters are housed in a 


trailer, in which desks and 
phones have been installed. 
From here operators will 
dispatch personnel wherever 
they are needed. 

The games are an ideal 
situation for the use of the 
recently introduced auxiliary 
police officers. The aux- 
iliaries will be playing diff- 
erent roles in the Games 
operation supervising dan- 
ces, venue sites and accom- 
modation areas as well as 
taking shifts in police cruis- 
ers. They will be on duty at 
all venue sites and will be 
identifiable by the bright 
orange armband they will be 
wearing. Six or eight auxil- 
iaries will assist regular 
officers at the two street 
dances; seven will be at 
Viscount Estates for the 
equestrian events and both 
auxiliaries and regulars will 
be on hand for the Heritage 
Day Picnic. Divers will also 
be present in the event of any 
mishap in the lake. 

A number of schools will 
be accommodating athletes 
with 300-350 housed in each. 
The police will run 24 hour 
shifts at all these schools, 
including Paul Kane High 
School, Lorne Akins Junior 
High School, Sir Alexander 


Mackenzie Elementary Sch- 
ool, V.J. Maloney Junior 
High School and Newman 
College. Other sites to 
receive round-the-clock sec- 


urity will be the St. Albert 
Track, Mission Park, the 
Senior Citizen's Centre, the 
results centre at the St. 
Albert Inn and the eques- 


trian venue at Viscount 
Estates. 

The RCMP say they don’t 
anticipate any real problems 
with this major event and

Shields’ arrival changes procedure 


Alderman Bill Shields tim- 
ed his arrival at last week's 
council meeting perfectly, as 
far as Alderman Liesbeth 
Bakker was concerned.

Tender scheme fails for Riel 


Alderman Bill Shields has 
failed in his efforts to have 
land sales within Riel In- 
dustrial Park resolved by 
calling for tenders. 

City Council voted at its 
July 16 meeting to reject Mr. 
Shield’s motion, concluding 
that present negotiations to 
sell the land to one buyer 
should continue. 

Mr. Shields had argued 
that the city’s selling price 


might be too low because the 
lands’ ‘‘values in appraisal 
are based on the assumption 
that we're only dealing with 
two lots which has since been 
subdivided.’’ Subdivision of 
land, he said, usually in- 
creased its value and the city 
should take advantage of 
that. 

Mayor Ron Harvey said he 
had ‘‘no hestitation’’ about 
continuing with present ne- 


gotiations for the land sale, 
arguing that it would be 
unfair to the proposed buyer 
to back out now. 

City Manager Bob Byron 
said negotiations for selling 
the land are almost com- 
plete. Alderman Barry Br- 
eadner warned Mr. Shields 
that any interruptions now 
might jeopardize develop- 
ment in the area.

PRIEST ATTACKS BOGLE ON METIS 


This is an open letter to: Hon. J. Allen Adair, Minister of 
Tourism and small business. R.C. Clark, Leader of the 
Opposition; W.G. Notley, New Democratic Party Leader; 
Stan Daniels, President of the Metis Association and 
Allen Martineau, Paddle Prairie Colony Director. 


Dear Sir, 


I have been a Citizen of Alberta for the last nineteen 
years, and most of that time has been spent working 
among the Native Communities of this Province. As a 
Catholic Priest, I cannot remain a silent Witness of the 
action taken by our Government regarding the removing 
of the files from the Offices of the Metis Colonies of our 
Province. 

Such drastic and undemocractic action could be 
understood in some other countries, or in our country, if 
the Metis of our Province were involved in espionage for 
a foreign country, or in any subversive action to 
overthrow a legitimate elected Government, but this is 
certainly not the case here. 

I have been working for over five years among the 
People of the Metis Colony of Paddle Prairie, and I have 
never noticed any such subversive action performed by 
their Leaders. However, I have followed with great 


I have lived my entire 16 years in the City of St. 
Albert. My parents have lived here for 19 years. On 
behalf of my parents ‘and myself, I would like to present 
our case. 

The City of Edmonton would like to join up with 
several communities which includes the City of St. Albert. 
This has brought up a lot of problems. I can see a bit of

David Barry dies 


at 68 years 


The family of David V. 
Barry of R.R. #1, St. Albert 
was saddened by his death 
on July 17, 1979, 

David Vivian Barry was 
born February 17, 1911 at St. 
Albert, Alberta. His imme- 
diate forebears were well 
known pioneering settlers of 
this district, having arrived 
from the American MidWest 
just after the turn of the 
century. 

‘‘Dave"’ lived all his life in 
this area. He worked as a 
carpenter, mechanic, watch 
repairman, and farmer. He 
volunteered for service in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force in 
May, 1940 and served as a 
mechanic until October, 
1945S, including three and a 
half months overseas. 

With the death of his 
father, Thomas, Dave re- 
turned to farm in St. Albert 
in 1953 and remained there 
until his death. Frequently 
during his recent years he 
was hospitalized, suffered 
much and underwent surgery 
on numerous occasions. 

He was married to Evelyn 
Kvigstad on August 12, 1941 


for 36% years. They raised 
four children who now mourn 
his death: Mrs. R. (Edith) 
Adam, Vancouver, B.C., 
Mts. L. (Ruth) Fleck, Cal- 
gary; Mrs. G. (Arla) Mc- 
Donell, St. Albert and Mr. 
Wayne Barry, St. Albert. 

He is survived by nine 
grandchildren: Scott, David 
and Christine Adam; Carmen 
and Gregory Fleck; Grant 
and Sonya McDonell; Amy 
and Matthew Barry.

Board accepts split bus fees 


Trustees of the Protestant 
School District voted 341 to 
accept a recommendation by 
an ad hoc busing committee 
that will see bus riders in 
that district paying different 
rates to bus to school. 
(Shirley McCaffery voted 
against. Ernie Wynychuk 
was absent). 

The committee, chaired by 
Gerry Jaycocks, had asked 
the board to revert to past 
policy and bring back the one 
and half-mile transportation 
zone. Those within a one and 
one-half mile radius of their 
school will be termed ‘‘op- 
tional’’ riders and pay a fee 
of $65 per student or $130 
per family. Those outside the 
circle will pay $45 or $90 per 
family. Families with stud- 
ents in both categories will 
pay $110 or $120 depending 
upon how the children fit into 
the categories. 

The committee reasoned 
that children living outside 
the one and one-half mile 
limit should pay less because 
the district’ was receiving a 
provincial transportation 
grant for them. 

In the last school year 
1,650 students chose to 
purchase bus passes at the 
$40 rate. Of these 1,100 
would fall into the ‘‘opt- 
ional’’ category in the 
coming school year, 

Most ‘‘eligible’’ students 
go to the district's centrally 
located high school, Paul 
Kane. The next largest group 
involves Akinsdale Junior 
High students travelling to 
W.D. Cuts school in Lac- 
ombe Park, Once the dis- 
trict's new school in Akins- 
dale is constructed in time 
for the 1980-81 school year 
very few students other than 
those attending Paul Kane 
will qualify as ‘‘eligible’’ 
students and pay the lower 
fee, 

Still, district administrat- 
ors feel the total number of 
students purchasing passes 
will not decrease. In fact they 
have planned an advertising 
campaign to begin in early 


August that will encourage 
students to purchase their 
passes early to avoid the rush 


during registration in Sep- 
tember. The passes should 
be ready for sale by the first

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Fresh fish and tourists make life

Admiring a small boys catch of fish is not 
considered one of the regulation duties for Lynda 
Burgess of the St. Albert Midnight Twilight tourist 
information booth. But admire them she does, and 
though the boy, and his friends, are not tourists at all, 
but St. Albert's own, it makes little difference. 

“Kids fishing in the Sturgeon stop by here all the 
time to let me know what they've caught,” said Miss 
Burgess. “We also have a few little ‘regulars’ who 
come in just to say hi.” 

Miss Burgess, a St. Albert resident who attends U 
of A, said the services offered by a tourist booth are 
not just for visitors passing through. “A lot of people 
from around here just want something to do for the 
day. We tell them how to get to the Game farm, the 
museum in St. Albert or to some of the nearby 
beaches. 

Another of her duties is to mail out various kinds of 
information for people who request it. The pamphlets 
and brochures supplied by the booth are a popular 
item with visitors and residents alike. “Some of the 
kids in town have pen pals in other countries, like 
Australia. They come in here for stuff to send their 
_pals so that they can get a better idea of what 
Alberta is like.” 

Visitors from all over the world have stopped by 
the booth on #1 Sturgeon Row. Many are just 
curious, the building itself being an historic landmark. 
An old RCMP barracks, the booth is a log cabin, kept 
for the most part in its original condition. 

In the summer months the flow of visitors is fairly 
steady. Sometimes however, things really get busy. 
During the St. Albert Rodeo days in mid June... ° 
“people were lined up at the door and we had to 
have two of us working to handle it.” 

The July first weekend was pretty hectic as well. 
Most of the visitors were American. “They really like it 
here,” said Miss Burgess. “They are surprised at how 
clean and green it is, and how friendly we all are.” 

Though none of the visiting Americans made any 
mention of gasoline shortages in their country, local 
people have come in to ask about the gas situation 
in the U.S. before they plan their vacations. “We really 
can't tell them much though, it changes practically 
from one day to the next.” 

Overseas tourists especially seem to like our 
province. “They are thrilled about it all. They want to 
see and do everything.” 


One thing that seems to delight overseas guests is 
the “Stamp Around Alberta” passports and meda- 
lions. “It gives them something to take home that 
says they travelled all over Alberta.” 

Not all the tourists that visit the information centre 
are totally satistied. Some complain about the lack of 
highway signs and many are surprised that St. Albert 
has no camping facilities.

A Select Committee of the Alberta Legislative Assembly requires written 
submissions from the public concerning the operations of the Workers 
Compensation Act from interested associations, agencies and individuals. 


This Committee, established to review the Workers' Compensation Act and 
matters relating to its administration, recommends that written submissions 
cover the principles and provisions of the Act.

The CBC screened the 
movie version of Calgarian 
Carol Bolt’s ‘‘One Night 
Stand"’ Saturday night and it 
was a gripping experience. 
As I was unable to get to the 
version done in Edmonton by 
The Playwright's Theatre- 
Workshops West group, I 
was unfamiliar with the plot. 
At first it seemed to be a 
typical, flakey CBC drama. 
(It wasn't listed in the TV 
Guide). Then the horror was 
meted out in doses small 
enough to build the tension 
to a screaming pitch. It is a 
beautifully scripted film. The 
leading man was unfamiliar 
to me but he was brilliant as 
the disco-pick-up, who goes 
on to reveal himself to be 
much more than that. The 
leading woman, another 
name I was unable to get, 
was fascinating to watch as 
she had a mobile, almost 
feral face that drew the eye 
like a magnet. It was the best 
**psycho-drama"' I've seen in 
a long time. 

Several people have men- 
tioned that the plot is similar 
to ‘‘Looking for Mr. Good- 
bar.'’ However, the two 
works, while having super- 
ficial similarities are about 
different things, and two 
very different women. The 
outcome of ‘One Night 
Stand’’ confirms that. It’s 
not a movie that is easily 
forgotten.

The magazine is divided into 
sections entitled “You Can 
Do It,"’ ‘You Can Make It,"’ 
some nebulous phenomenon 
called ‘‘Living-style,"’ 
“Beauty’’ and ‘*Cooking."’

A few pages 
into Canadian Living and 1 
was nearly stupefied with 
boredom.

The pieces on 
bottled water, putting 
houseplants outside, and 
rapeseed/canola were all 
readable, but really old hat.

NICK GILDER FREQUENCY (Chrysalis) 

This album is Gilder’s best product so far. The 
album is similar in many ways to “You Know Who 
You Are,” Gilder’s first album post Sweeney Todd. 
It's an album which is a good balance of his first 
album and “City Nights” which barely touched the 
surtace of Gilder's talent. The single off the album, 
“You Really Rock Me” js doing well and finally, is a 
good example of what the band is about. The most 
noticeable difference this time around is the guitar. 
It's become an important part of the songs placing 
less emphasis on Gilder’s vocals which have also 
improved. 

The writing team Gilder and McCulloch have been 
together since the Sweeney’ Todd days and have 
come fairly far with their writing. They don't write as 
many “deep” songs as they used to, and seem to be 
writing more songs, lyrically, like “Hot Child in the 
City” only more subtly as in “Metro Jets.” This is 
another harlot song (look it up) which deals with the 
nightlife “down on the avenue, the downtown girls 
and dudes.” On a whole, the album is very good, a 
must for pop fanatics. Track by track it loses a bit but 
not much. The only song that’s lacking something is 
“The Brightest Star” and it's saved by the chorus and 
the back-up vocals which are nice. Perhaps now that 
the band has become an integral part of the songs 
they'll get a bit more individuai recognition, but it 
looks like Gilder might be following in Rod Stewart's 
footsteps in that regard. The best and most 
impressive songs on the album are “Watcher of the 
Night,” “Hold On Me Tonight,” “You Really Rock Me,” 
and “Electric Love.” Even the titles are more original 
than on “City Nights.” “Worlds Collide” isn’t as good 
as the rest along with “Into the 80's” and “Metro 
Jets.” “Time After Time” has an interesting guitar 
break that they might have made an important part of 
the song but they didn’t so it's not quite as 
memorable as the rest. | was a little disappointed to 
see that they didn't carry on the “thanks to everyone, 
YOU KNOW WHO YOU ARE,” bit as they have in the 
past. But really you have to admire the guys. After 
they left Sweeney Todd with a Juno under their belts 
and a bit of experience, Gilder the “London boy in 
flight” and McCulloch managed to capture a contract 
with Chrysalis and maintain most of the control over 
their career taking into account that they have never 
recorded anyone's songs but their own. Gilder says, 
“| feel that | want to last in this business and to do 
that | have to know what it is I'm after, and what it 
takes to get you there.” The band is striving now for 
international success, which is what Gilder has been 
waiting and planning for all along. Now with three

By Jeff Adams 
Municipalities that owe 
funds to the Sturgeon Divi- 
sion School Board have been 
so slow in paying up that the 
board has started charging 
interest. 

The board's superinten- 
dent, Frank Robinson, re- 
ported to the trustees at their 
July 11th meeting that the 
towns of Redwater and 
Gibbons and the Municipal 


7 40% District of Sturgeon owed a 


total of $792,000 to the 
board, forcing it to borrow 
$200,000 to pay its own 
expenses and adding another 
$8,000 in interest-charges to 
the board's budget. 

That interest will be 
passed on to the muni- 
cipalities. The School Act 
states that municipalities are 


to pay their school board 
requisitions in four equal 
quarterly payments, and if 
they're not paid on time, 
then boards are allowed to 
charge interest from the date 
they're due until they're 
received, 

As of June 15 -- the date 
when the municipalities’ 
second quarterly payment 
was due -- Gibbons and 
Redwater hadn't paid any- 
thing yet for the year and the 
MD still owed its quarterly 
payment. Gibbons owed 
$80,000, Redwater owed 
$125,000 and the MDowed 
$587,000. 

At their meeting, the

The ceremony capped off 

the first day of Pow Wow 
Days at the Reserve, which 
has been gathering Indian 
Chiefs and band members 
from across Alberta for the 
past three years in a row. 
» Reserve members, 42 Al- 
berta Chiefs and executives 
from the National Indian 
Brotherhood (NIB) and In- 
dian Association of Alberta 
(IAA) were on hand to greet 
the Governor-General when 
he arrived accompanied by 
his son Jason, 12, and an 
RCMP escort. 

The day began with a 
20-minute peace pipe cere- 
mony with the Governor 
General joining the circle of 
elders and medicine men as 
they passed pipes around. 

The ceremony is one of 
prayer, steeped in religious 
Significance and for this 
reason, Indian officials asked 
that it'not be filmed or 
photographed. 

Four pipes were passed in 
a clockwise direction, one 
pipe stem was the original 
one used at the signing of 
Treaty 8 in 1899. Pipe bowls 
are made of stone and the 
stem and bow! of each of the 
four pipes is the personal 
property of individual med- 
icine men, 

To an outsider, the cere- 
mony resembled a religious 
litany, with prayers recited

Bill Flynn were among four

council members that voted 
against the committee re-| 
commendation. 

Mr. Crozier noted that 
because his division is nearer 
to Edmonton, his roads are 
travelled much more and 
therefore need more oiling. 
Thus, a larger oi] budget 
than Mr. Jerram’s is war- 
ranted. 

Councillor Hubert Lam- 
oureux agreed, adding that 
council has recognized in the 
past that divisions nearest to 
the city should get the 
largest portion of the total oil 
budget. He said that if his 
division lost part of its oil 
budget to Mr. Jerram, ‘‘I'd 
have a hard time facing my 
people when they complain- 
ed."’ 

Councillor Lawrence KI- 
uthe also implied that the 
condition of Lily Lake Road 
was largely due to Mr. 
Jerram himself. ‘'If we took a 
traffic count there,"’ he said, 
‘‘we'd see that at least 50 
percent of the traffic out 
there is generated by Mr. 
Jerram’s commercial venture 
and not by the subdivision."’ 


“I think that's bloody 
unfair,’’ Mr. Jerram res- 
ponded. He noted that his 
business operations in the 
area paid heavy taxes to be 
there, which would offset any 
road maintenance costs. He 
added that everytime he 
mentions Lily Lake Road at 
council meetings the other 
members assume he has a 
personal interest in it. It 
would've been better, he 
said, if he’d never located 
there. 

A motion by Councillor 
Walter Wolansky to accept 
the 1979 oiling budget, 
including the increase in Mr. 
Jerram’s division and the 
decrease in Mr. Crozier and 
Mr. Flynn’s divisions, was 
voted down. 

Mr. Jerram then made a 
motion to take any money 
necessary for dust control in 
Crows Nest out of a General 
Revenue account. Mr. Flynn 
objected, arguing that 
*twe've set our mill rate, 
we've finalized our budget 
and we'd better work within 
there.’’ He added that if the 
wet weather continues, the 


MD may be unable to 
complete a lot of its road 
construction before the fall, 
which might leave extra 
funds available for projects 
like that in Crows Nest. 

Mr. Jerram agreed to 
withdraw his motion and vote 
instead for a motion from 
Mr. Kluthe, accepting the 


1978 oiling budget figures 
with the condition that if any 
money remained at the end 
of the oiling year, it could be 
spent on Crows Nest and/or 
similar projects. By accep- 
ting this compromise, Mr. 
Jerram said, he could ‘‘tell 
Crows Nest there’s still hope 
for later in the year.’’ Mr. 


Kluthe’s motion received 
unanimous approval. 

Oiling and gravelling MD 
roads now costs more than 
$16,000 a mile each year.

CFB Namao prepares for boat people

Canadian Forces Base 
(CFB) Namao is gearing up 
to receive the first plane load 
of Vietnamese refugees for 
western Canada. 

Some 201 of the ‘‘boat 
people’’ are expected to 
arrive from Hong Kong 
August 14 and an additional 
201 will arrive August 17. 

Another plane load will be 
here August 21 and groups of 
refugees will arrive period- 

_ ically up to the end of 1980. 

CFB Namao has been 
selected as one of the two 
receiving centres for the 
Vietnamese. The other is 
Longuepoint in Quebec and 
together they are expected to 
handle up to 25,000 refugees 
each. 

‘The first few groups will 
be going to Longuepoint 
starting this week,’’ said 
Garth Morris, of the Cana- 
dian Employment and Immi- 
gration Commission office in 
Edmonton, ‘*They have had 
previous experience with 
situations like this and we 
still need time to prepare. 
The next three groups will 
come to Namao and after that 
they will alternate, one to 
two flights each week."’ 

From Namao, the Viet- 
namese will be bused to CFB 
Griesbach in Edmonton 
where they'll live for a period 


of three to seven days while 
they're being processed by 
the Immigration department. 

All the refugees, said Mr. 
Norris, have been pre-clear- 
ed in Hong Kong so that 
their stay at Griesbach will 
be minimal. 

‘*Those included in this 
first group are a mixture of 
sponsored and unsponsored 
refugees,’’ said Mr. Norris. 
‘*'Theywill be given immi- 
gration papers, medical 
checks and clothing and an 
orientation to Canadian 
life."’ 

The refugees have been 
assessed using the same 
criteria for immigration used 
on all immigrants coming to 
Canada. They haven't 
though, been given any 
points, but will be judged on 
their ability to handle Cana- 
dian occupations. 

As yet, the immigration 
department isn't sure what 
occupational ability the first 
group already have. It won't 
have that information until 
just a few days before the 
plane arrives. 

While at Griesbach, the 
Vietnamese will be bunked in 
a 60-room section of the 
barracks, four to each room. 

‘*For accounting purposes, 
they will eat in a separate 
building from the mess hall

flame. Later, sweet grass 
was put in the bowls, lit, and 
the pipes passed around the 
circle, 

To the Indian, the cere- 
mony carries deep symbolic 
significance. 

“The pipe bowl and stem 
have two different meanings 
during the ceremony,”’ said 
IAA spokesman, Wallace 
Many Fingers, ‘‘The stem 
signifies organic matter and 
the bowl or stone is inorganic 
matter. You will have noticed 
too, that the pipe ceremony 
took place before the flag 
raising ceremony which in- 
dicates that the Indian alle- 
giance is to Indian traditions 
first."’ 

The Governor-General sp- 
ent most of the afternoon 
listening to submissions from 
representatives of Treaty 
areas 6, 7 and 8 and after his 
own speech, was honored in 
the chieftanship ceremony. 

The Indians first asked 
Mr. Schreyer to sit on a 
blanket while they smeared 
orange paint on his face and 
Streaks of red paint near his 
eyes and below his cheeks. 

Mr. Weasel Moccasin, an 
elder and medicine man with 
the Blood tribe (a branch of 
the Blackfoot Confederacy in 
southern Alberta), perform- 
ed the ritual and related its 
Significance through inter- 


preter Rufus Good Striker, - 


also a Blood, 
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The ceremony is actually 
two separate events: the 
headdress and naming ritual. 
While the headdress cere- 
mony made the Governor 
General an Indian Chief, he 
was not recognized as a true 
Indian until he was baptized 
and renamed Eagle Chief, 
giving him Indian respect 
and qualifying him to speak 
on behalf of the Indian 
people. 

‘In the Blackfoot religion, 
you are not a person until you 
have a name,’’ said Mr. 


Many Fingers. ‘‘You are 
given two names during your 
life, one at birth based on 
your characteristics or the 
way you act and another one 
later in life based on your 
accomplishments, The sec- 
ond name officially makes 
you an adult,’’ 

In the southern plains 
religion, once a person is 
named the name does not 
die. Eagle Chief will remain 
with the Governor-General 
for life and recognizes him as 
a true Indian. 


To perform the ceremony a 
medicine man must tell three 
stories and by relating three 
personal experiences Mr. 
Weasel Moccasin passed on 
good fortune and health to 
Mr. Schreyer. 

Mr. Good Striker also told 
three stories passing to the 
Governor General the gift of 
safe travel. 

The three later danced 
around a drummer signifying 
the end of the ceremony and 
were joined by a number of 
spectators,

tinual problem, and that 
since they're entitled to do 
so, they'll start charging 10 
percent interest immediately 
for all overdue funds from 
the date they were due until 
the date they're paid. 

At the moment that means 
Gibbons owes about $1,500 
in interest, Redwater owes 
about $2,500 and the MD 
owes about $5,000. 

The trustees learned at 
their meeting that all three 
municipalities had verbally 
agreed to pay their debt by a 
specified date. Redwater, 
which agreed to pay up by 
July 20, has since sent a 
cheque for the full amount. 
The MD, which sent noti- 
fication that it'd pay by July 
13, has also sent payment, 
but because of a typing error 
their cheque was $62,000 
short. Mr. Robinson said the 


MD office has assured him 
that the extra funds will 
arrive soon. 

Gibbons agreed to pay 
their debt by July 11 but 
nothing has been received. 
Mr. Robinson said all three 
municipalities reported that 
a shortage of tax revenues 
led to their tardiness. He 
added that if the MD and 
Gibbons don’t send in funds 
soon, the board may be 
forced to borrow more money 
to pay for current expenses. 

In voting to begin charging 
interest, the board heard at 
least one serious objection. 
Keith Everitt said he thought 
the municipalities deserved a 
warning telling them that 
next time the board would 
charge them interest. 

“I think it's an un- 
necessary step at this time,’’ 
he said. ‘It's only going to 
rile things up, and I think

If, at the thought of the 
province reinstituting high 
school departmental exams, 
you or your children break 
out into a cold sweat, relax. 

‘The principal respon- 
sibility for evaluation of 
student achievement ... 
should continue to reside 
with local school systems’’ is 
just one of several con- 
clusions in a recently-com- 
pleted study of education 
entitled, ‘‘Student Achieve- 
ment in Alberta."’ 

The authors of the study, 
the Minister's Advisory Co- 
mmittee on Student Ach- 
ievement (MACOSA) con- 
clude that departmental ex- 
ams aren't the great stand- 
ard for measuring achieve- 
ment that they've been 
assumed to be. Also, they 
Say, research shows that 
‘*teacher-assigned marks 
provide as good or better 
predictions of later academic 
success in post-secondary 
studies than do marks from 
common examinations.’* 

The Sturgeon District Sch- 
ool Board discussed 
MACOSA's recommenda- 
tions, along with its Edu- 
cation Committee's sugges- 
tions, at their July 11 board 
meeting. 

The committee and the 
board both agreed with 
MACOSA's stand on depart- 
mental exams, but suggested 
that two other recommen- 
dations in the report must 
then also be accepted: that 
grade 12 appeal exams con- 
tinue and that departmental 
exams be available to any 
school board that chooses to 
use them. The board's sup- 
erintendent, Frank Robin- 
son, noted that the county of 
Vulcan still operates strictly 
on departmental exams. 

MACOSA's other recom- 
mendations include: that 
MACOSA-type tests be ad- 
ministered and updated per- 
iodically, that interpretation 
panels be used for assess- 
ment, that a computerized 
banking system be instituted 
for storing various tests, that 
consulting services for stu- 
dent assessment programs 
be set up, and that 
MACOSA's conclusions and 
comments be referred to the 
Student Evaluation Policies 
Board ~f Alberta Education 
so that it can act upon them,

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Retiring teachers honored 


years of teaching have been rendered by Victoria, the last 
sixteen of which were served at the Redwater School. 

Mrs. Olga Hrycun’s teaching career began at the 
Hollow Lake School in the County of Smoky Lake and 
ended with her official announcement of retirement at the 
Gibbons School at the end of June. Following service at 
Hollow Lake School, Olga taught at the Darling School 
and the Newbrook School, both located in the County of 
Thorhild. In 1975, after 18 years at the Newbrook 
School, she transferred to the Redwater School where she 
taught grade one for three years. 

Her final year of teaching was served at the Gibbons 
School as a grade two teacher. Although officially retiring 
from teaching after 27 years of service, some of which 
was interrupted while she was raising a family, Olga will 
be very active since she has opened a dress shop in the 
Castledowns area in Edmonton.

are quoted on a variety of tax-related problems, including 
that you do not believe that taxing farm homes will 
correct any problems, but perhaps lifting the maximum 
value for farm land at around $40.00 per acre will, and 
that acreage land should be assessed at somewhere near 
farmland value. In my opinion, refusing to allow the 
taxation: of farm homes is backing off from a ‘“‘sacred 
cow,” and I do believe that the time has come for this 
government in Alberta to tackle this problem head-on. 

I do not believe that anybody will disagree with the 
statement that giving preferential tax treatment to any 
section of the ratepayers in an M.D. or county 
automatically involves taxation subsidization of that group 
by other sections of ratepayers. The only correct thing to 
do under the circumstances is to give all M.D. and county 
ratepayers exactly the sane treatment, based on the same 
criteria. Preferred tax treatment should be applied strictly 
and only at provincial and federal tax levels. 

Hence, if farm homes and buildings are to be tax- 
exempt, so also all other homes and buildings in the same 
M.D. and county. If farmland is to be given preferred tax 
rates, so also all other land on the same basis. By the 
same token, if all homes and all lands in an M.D. are 
taxed on the same basis, the hobby farmer will 
automatically pay his way, whereas at present he is 
subsidized by both farmer and acreage dweller. 

Should a minimum M.D. tax on every home of say 
$250.00, to be up-dated annually on a pre-determined 
formula, be instituted, the grossly unfair heavy 
subsidization of mobile homeparks by ranchers, town- 
dwellers, acreage-dwellers, etc., could be eliminated 
forthwith. The tax burden, especially with regard to 
schooling on other taxpayers in subsidization of the many 
mobile home parks in Rockyview M.D. is quite 
scandalous. The above suggestion of a minimum tax bill 
on every home could eliminate this scandal. 

I look forward to your detailed comment on the above 
comments and suggested solutions, rather than the usual 
two-sentence, rubber-stamp letter of acknowledgement 
from your secretary. 

I shall also appreciate a copy of your comments to the 
rural weekly papers, because I am sure that all ratepayers

recent heavy rains, he said, 
work had gone behind sche 
dule. 

Paving of the worst section 
of the road, the last one and 
one-half miles leading into 
the trailer park, will begin 
this week, he said. 

The lines of communica- 
tion stopped there, however, 
and residents were unaware 
that the road would finally be 
repaired. 

The road, known locally as 
Evergreen Road, is the only 
entrance into the mobile 
home park. Located two 
miles east of Highway 15, it 
is heavily travelled with 
commuters going into Ed- 
monton to work and shop, 
handling upwards of 1,500 to 
2,000 cars each day. 

“I didn’t know how bad it 
was until I came here,” said 
Henry Land, owner of Land's 
Big Way, a grocery store 
about one-quarter of a block 
into the trailer park. 

‘The pot holes are so deep 
that cars driving along 
scrape the bottom. People 
aren’t even buying new cars 
anymore because the road is 
so bad.”’ 

Mr. Land was asked to 
have the petition drawn up 
and kept in his store, a task 
he willingly accepted as the 
condition of the road was 
beginning to hurt his busin- 
ess. 

A trail of trucks with milk 
cartons popped open, broken 
eggs and smashed pop 
bottles before the supply 
trucks had even made it 
half-way down the road, was 
not unusual, he said. 

‘People have also told me 
that they will not shop in my 
store until the road is fixed, 
and even some of my 
suppliers refuse to deliver 
until something is done to 
improve the road,"’ said Mr. 
Land, 

Oliver Avenue was period- 
ically graded during the year 
to make way for school 
buses, but since the school 
year ended, the road has 
been left in disrepair. 

Residents finally fed up 
with the stop-gap measures, 
decided to take up a petition 
to force the MD to pave it. 

‘Grading and oiling are no 
longer good enough,"’ said 
Mr. Land. ‘The road is too 
far gone for that. One rainfall 
and it’s back the same way. 
We want it paved and we 
think the people here pay

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Redwater council considers joint-use scheme 


Redwater town council has 
given tentative approval for a 
joint-use agreement between 
the town and the Sturgeon 
School Division for commun- 
ity use of Redwater School. 

After some debate over 
cost sharing arrangements 
and the need for some of the 
proposed renovations, coun- 
cil agreed that a maximum of 
$25,000 is all the town should 

ave to pay for use of the 


existing school, playground 
and the new kindergarten 
and elementary wing. 

The school board had 
proposed a new kitchen, 
combined arts and crafts and 
music room, storage room 
and playground access be 
added for a total cost of 
$99,360. 

But council felt that the 
$42,091 it would have to pay 
was high and also felt some 


of the renovations are un- 
necessary. 

After the Recreation Board 
approached the School Board 
with the idea of using the 
school as a community 
facility, a letter was sent to 
Municipal administrator, 
Keith Miller, detailing costs 
and outlining the town’s 
share. 

Redwater and area school 
board representative Ruth 


Wall was on hand as council 
revised the estimates at their 
regular meeting July 17. 

A more equitable cost 
sharing arrangement for the 
$14,500 kitchen was sugg- 
ested. Under original esti- 
mates, the town would have 
to pay $9,667, but councillor 
Tim Whitten and Mayor Alex 
Konasewich proposed a S0- 
SO split to better reflect the 
use, 


Redwater council approves 


The town of Redwater will 
proceed with construction of 
53 Street between 49 and S1 
Avenue. 

Construction on the 
$40,000 road is expected to 
commence sometime this 
year according to Mayor Alex 
Konasewich, after other pa- 
ving contracts in the town are 
completed and weather per- 
mitting. 

Municipal Administrator, 
Keith Miller, informed coun- 
cil at its July 17 meeting that 
funding was now available 
and work would proceed as 
soon as possible. 

The new road appears on 
the original survey maps of 
the town and will provide an 
access to the highway. It will 
eliminate the present un- 
registered road which runs 
parallel to Redwater school 
grounds. 

Council appeared to waver 
on the decision as councillor 
Hugh MacKenzie said the 
RCMP had not been asked 
for their opinion. He had 
heard that the police were 
not pleased with the strai- 
ght-away which could cause 
traffic problems. 

But Mayor Konasewich 
felt that to be a backward 
step as the motion had

already been passed at a 
previous council meeting and 
it would be time consuming 
to rescind it and begin again. 

‘There have been few if 
any petitions against it,’’ he 


said. ‘‘Everyone recognizes 
the need for a road in that 
area and one which goes 
Straight through is the best 
alternative."’ 

The timing of the road 


comes just as council is about 
to enter a joint-use agree- 
iment with the Sturgeon 
School Division for com- 
munity use of Redwater 
School. 


Mayor Konasewich also 
questioned the need for a 
playground access which 
would provide a separate 
entrance to a washroom. ‘‘I 
question the justification for 
it,’’ said Mayor Konasewich. 
“It will cost us almost 
$11,000 just to gain access to 
a washroom.”’ 

Council eventually re- 
quested the School Board 


drop the need for the access 
which will also eliminate the 
need for one of the three 
security doors, 

Council's suggestions will 
be sent to the School Board 
and pending clarification of 
some architectural terms and 
approval of the modifications 
an agreement will be drafted 
by the Board and returned to 
council for final approval.

“Tt will result in just over 
two additional acres which 
will be incorporated under 
the joint-use agreement 
said Mrs. Wall. 


Redwater fire destroys shed 
and warehouse 


A fire at Rice Engineering 
and Operating Ltd., an 
oilfield drilling company, at 
50 Avenue and 46 Street in 
Redwater, caused an esti- 
mated $40,000 damage last 
Tuesday evening. 

It’s still not known what 
caused the fire which des- 
troyed a shed and part of the 
warehouse, though the main 
building was not damaged. 
The two buildings housed 
steel fittings, pumps, motors 
and other oilfield equipment. 

The fire ‘started at about 5 
p.m. and three gas barrels 
containing diesel fuel, gaso- 
line and varsol caused a 
spectacular explosion with 
flames shooting up to 40 
feet in the air.

While there were no 
injuries and the fire was out 
by 6:30 p.m., company sup- 
ervisor, Brian Burnstead did

AM I GLAD THAT ONE IS OVER. Finally, the 
Edmonton Drillers stopped their losing streak at 14 
games, with a 4-3 win over Los Angeles and super star 
Johan Cruyff on Friday night at Commonwealth Stadium.

With the 1979 Alberta 
Summer Games approaching 
quickly, the fast paced role of 
the chairman of the St. 
Albert Games Board is 


becoming more and more 
hectic. 

Dick Fowler, chairman, is 
finding the job has become 
almost full-time now. 

Dick Fowler is one of the 
biggest reasons the Games 


should turn out to be the 
most successful in their 
history. 

His business sense and 
leadership has proven to be 
the key that has kept the 
planning for the Summer 
Games, to be held in St. 
Albert August 2 - 6, on 
schedule with as little pro- 
blems as possible. 

Dick was approached by a 
committee of City aldermen 
to chair the St. Albert 
Summer Games Society just 
two months after he opened 
his new law practice in St. 
Albert's Professional Buil- 
ding. After discussing the 
proposal with his wife and 
family, Dick decided he 
would like to become in- 
volved with the Games. 

He did, however, lay down 
three conditions about taking 
the job, all of which were 
accepted by the respective 
parties. The first, was his 
family approving, which they 
did, The second, was that the 
aldermen let him recommend 


who would be the other 
directors, which they did, 
and the third, was on the 
condition that he could talk 
Lorne Wood into taking the 
vice-chairman’s role, which 
Lorne accepted, 

With that behind him, 
Dick made his recommen- 
dations, the City alderman 
made the appointments, and 
the **show was on the road."’ 

Dick emphasized to his 
would-be directors the im- 
mense amount of work that 
would be involved in plan- 
ning the Games. He adds 
now, ‘'10 months later, we 
now see how big of a job it 
really is." 

One thing worried him 
somewhat, The Games were 
going to take 365 days of 
hard work, and the thought 
of having all this work 
‘rained out’’ seemed like 
such a waste, 

Between Max Gibb, chair- 
man of the Alberta Games 
Society and local board 
members, they came across 
the idea of stretching the 
Games to include a cultural 
program, similar to the one 
that was so successful during 
Edmonton's hosting of the 
1978 Commonwealth Games. 

Ken Graham was recom- 
mended for the position of 
organizing this, and he 
accepted. Dick says that by 
the second meeting Ken 
attended, he had a large 
tentative schedule already 


made, _ 

Dick notes, ‘'I really saw 
these Games and Festival 79 
to make St. Albert the 
showcase of Alberta in 
1979;"" 

He then said, ‘tA kid who 
walks away with a gold 
medal will feel as good and 
as proud as a gold medal 
winner at the Commonwealth 
Games.""

Dick Fowler moved to St. 
Albert back in 1958. He 
became heavily involved in 
Scouting movement, and 
became the assistant pro- 
vincial commissioner of the 
movement in 1963. 

That year, he ran for St. 
Albert town council, and was 
elected. In 1965, he ran for 
the mayor's office, was 
elected for two terms, then 
quit politics in 1968 to return 
to the family life once again, 
Two years later he went back 
to the University of Alberta, 


receiving an Arts degree in 
1973, and graduating in 1976 
from law school, He articled 
in Edmonton for a while, 
then set up his own firm in 
St. Albert in the spring of 
last year, In July of 1978, he 
was asked to chair the Games 
Society. 

For the first few months 
the board was in existence, 
the directors met at regular 
meetings, with Dick chairing 
the proceedings. The bud- 
gets at the first of this year 
took a lot of time, and ever 
since, the job has been 
getting busier and busier. 

In June, a good deal of 
time was spent stringing all 
the plans the directors made 
into one big ‘‘plan."’ 

‘I couldn't estimate the 
hours I've put in, right now, 
it's almost full time."’ 

Dick Fowler foresees ev- 
erything coming off smooth- 
ly, especially if everyone has 
done their job well.

He said he hasn't one 
concern.
